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BARLY HISTORY OF THE GAINES FAMILY IN WALES 

For the early history of the Gaines Family,the data of 
yiajor Richard V.Gaines of Virginia is generally accepted as 
being authentic though his documentary proof is somewhat quest— 
ionable by some, The integrety and sincerity of the Major, how- 
ever,assures even the most dubious one,that his data is a true 
picture of what he found with respect to the Gaines Family. tie- 
jor Gaines maintains that a family lineage was traced in an un— 
broken line back to the earliest known period as early as the 
5th century to BRYCHAN-King of Wales. From the data uncovered 
it seems that many of their great rulers from that time down 
to the last King of Wales,1240,were of that family. Among the 
descendants of BRYCHAN are Beli, the Great,Emperor of Great Bri- 
tain; Saint David, patron Saint of Wales; Roderick, the Great, 
from whom descended King George Y¥ of England; Howel the Good, 
who prepared the first system of civil law in the British 
Realm; Cradoc,the historian; David-ap-Gwillam,father of Welsh 
poetry; Llewellyn the Great,the last and probably greatest of 
Welsh kings (1194-1240). From Howel, the Good is traced David— 
ap-Llewellyn,later known as David Gam. He entered the military 
service of King Henry V with the three foot archers from BRECON 
Wales and followed the king in his invasion of France in 1415. 
By his personal daring and courage on the Field of Agin-court 
(1415) he saved the life of King Henry V only to become him- 
self mortally wounded. He was knighted by the king before he 
died as Sir David "Gam", Gam was his nickmame on account of a 
squint in his eyes.Thus appeared the origin of the name Gaines. 
The name Gam endured through two generations,later "es" was 
added which formed Games and was adhered to in Wales,but in 
England it became Ganes,Gaynes,and finally Gaines. On the other 
hand according to Harrison's "Surnames of the United Kingdom" 
the name Gaines is a derivate from the surname Gain or Gains, 
which originated in the Anglo-Saxon personal name Gegn or Gen 
@s seen in Ge(g)nesburh or Gainsborough meaning Ge(g)n's Strong 
hold, 

One of the most common ways in which Welsh surnames were 
formed was by use of the father's baptismal name on the son's 
surname. Naturally this meant that the last name would usually 
change from generation to generation since the baptismal name 
would differ between father and son.The prefix "Ap" or "Ab" 
which means "son of" would precede the father's personal name, 
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The Manor Home called Newton,Brecon,Wales, Sir John 
Gaines rebuilt the home in 1583. It is now a farm 
dwelling in beautiful surroundings with ‘the river 
Usk almost at its gate. A stone lintel of the huge 
fireplace in the great dining hall has retained its 
date and the coat of arms of Sir John Gaines. Photo-

EARLY HISTORY OF THE GAINES FAMILY IN VIRGINIA 


The following early grants to members of the Gaines Family 
are recorded in the Virginia Land Grant Register. Thomas Gaines 
1030 acres in old Rappahannock County in 1656 ; Daniel Gaines, 
Nicholas Willard,(sic),1376 acres in Freshes of Rappahannock 
for transporting 28 persons,January 24,1665 ; Robert Gaines,186 
acres in old Rappahannock for transporting 28 persons, January 
24,1665 ; Thomas Gaines,28 acres in old Rappahannock,April 20, 
1685 ; William Gaines, 240 acres in Lunenberg County,both sides 
of Hounds Creek,September 10,1755 ; Francis Gaines,318 acres in 
Culpeper County,November 12,1756 ; William Gaines,261 acres in 
Culpeper County,January 12,1757 ; Hieram Gaines,339 acres in 
Albemarle County,February 16,1771. 

In Goode's Virginia Cousins ,page 470,he states that the 
Gaines immigrants settled probably in New Kent County but from 
the history of the early land grants it would indicate that 
they settled higher up in the mainlands. To more or less sub— 
stantiate this,on page 290 of Goode's book,'John Collier mar- 
ried Miss Gaines of a family early seated in King and Queen 
County.' To date there has been no satisfactory documented evi- 
dence uncovered of the relationship and the early descendants 
of these members of the Gaines Family in Virginia. 

Many sources of data,however,indicate that all of the ear- 
ly Gaines in Virginia descended from Sir John Gaines (1559- 
1606),who was the great grandson of Morgan,son of Sir David Gam 
of Brecon,Wales. The children of Sir John Gaines were Catherine, 
Elizabeth, William, Thomas,Walter and John.(See Dwnn's Visitation 
of Wales,Vol.II, page 36). The Compendium of American Genealogy 
by Virkus,Vol.VI, page 776 states that a "Thomas Gaines (son of 
Sir John (1559-1606) came from Co.,Brecon Wales,ante 1650,set- 
tled in Va." Also there was a gunner nsmed Thomas Gaines on the 
‘Arle and Dove' to Maryland in 1634 (see Raskobs and Greene Rec- 
ord Book, page 95,Congressional Library,No.C571.R 225,Washington, 
D.C.).The relationship,if any,of the gunner named Thomas Gaines 
to any of the Virginia Gaines Families is not known. It is known 
that Thomas Gaines,son of Sir John Gaines,was the father of Ro- 
bert, Thomas,James and Daniel Gaines.

"He was so loved by the 
Indians that they never undertook the commonest 
transaction of every day life without first secur- 
ing his advice, which was always disinterested 
and reliable. He assisted in removing the Choctaw 
tribes to a home beyond the Mississippi after 
exploring the country with their leaders in 1829." 
Fine oil paintings of he and his wife are in the 
State archives at Montgomery, Ala. along with two 
hand written volumes, "Reminiscences of the Early 
History of the Mississippi Territory,” these two 
volumes were presented to the state by his grand- 
son, Dr. Vivian Pendleton Gaines. 
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Miss Mary R. Riley in a letter to the compiler 
stated that "I have a copy of an old letter (or 
notes from it) written in 1846 by Frank Young 
Gaines, son of George Strother Gaines; this letter 
was in the Mrs. J. B. Clotworthy's collection, and 
sent by me on to Mr. Trist Wood. It would certainly 
seem that Frank Young Gaines knew about his own 
brothers and sisters, so there must have been two 
girls: Elizabeth Ervin and Helen, instead of one 
named Helen Elizabeth. According to this letter 
the children of George Strother Gaines were;"
